Men vs. Machines 


In Korea the first outright clash between 
Soviet and Democratic forces has proven that 
the Western Allies in the U.N. can withstand 
massive body blows from armed Communist 
might. 

On the other hand, as our cartoon at right 
shows, the Communist nations outnumber 
the Western Allies in both manpower and 
armed force. For while the West spent five 
years de-mobilizing its armies Russia _con- 
tinued to build stronger forces after World 
War II and only recently has the West begun 
to follow suit. : 

Despite this, sober study shows that the 
Western nations still possess more efficient, 
better-trained, and better equipped-armies. 
The latest episode of the Korean war was 
fought between masses of men on the Com- 
munist side and relatively small, but well- 
equipped armies on the United Nations side. 

While Russia’s armies are of course better 
equipped than those of the Communist horde 
in Korea, the fighting there has exploded the 
myth of huge armies. 

It has shown that a small, mechanized 
army can withstand countless blows from 
masses of men. When the Communists 
attacked they did so with foot soldiers carry- 
ing rifles. United Nations fire-power slaugh- 
tered the attackers and now the whole world 
knows the outcome. 

It is to be hoped that global war can still 
be averted. But if a showdown should come, 
the superior technical skill of the Western 
nations will hold the key to victory. 


Farm Survey 

About June 1 farmers will be receiving 
through the mail a questionnaire from the 
Agriculture Division of the Bureau of Statis- 
ties. This is the regular June survey of crops 
and live stock undertaken annually in co- 
operation with provincial agricultural agen- 
cies. Commencing June 1 farmers will also 
be visited by an enumerator in connection 
with the decennial census of agriculture. The 
information for the June survey is needed 
even though a census is being undertaken this 


ear. 

The chief reason for this need is that it 
will not be possible to assemble and add all 
the census schedules before the early part of 
1952. Current estimates of acreages sown to 
field crops must be calculated and published 
before the end of July this year. Therefore, 
farmers are urged to complete the usual June 
questionnaire in addition to the census 
schedule so that the regular statistical work 
may be carried out. 

Statistics obtained from the annfal sur- 
vey are used extensively throughout the year 
by government departments, farm organiza- 
tions and industry. International bodies, 
such as the World Food and Agriculture 
Organization, depend on the Bureau to supply 
up-to-date figures on Canada’s agricultural 
industry. The farmer, through his response 
to the questionnaires sent out by the Bureau, 
has a real opportunity to help form a true 

icture of agricultural conditions and it is in 
his own interests to do so. 

The survey has no connection with taxa- 
tion. The farmer’s individual form is seen 
only by workers in the Dominion and Provin- 
gal Agricultural offices. All individual forms 
are kept strictly confidential. 


U.S. Price Controls 


Price regulations put into effect south of 
the border in January of this year have oper- 
ated reasonably well and many merchants 
and sales executives express the opinion that 
fey have put an end to panic and scare- 


ig. 

When buyers became convinced that 
prices would not advance higher, they cut 
down on their purchases. The result has 
been an accumulated inventory at many 
levels of the trade and, because of advance 
buying, some slowness in the purchase of 
items. 

Another factor in creating excessive in- 
ventories is the volume of production of con- 
sumer goods, which has, so far at least, been 
affected very little by the rearmament pro- 


If price contro] continues to hold its own 
in the States, it will help the situation here 
in Canada. Continued high production of 
both civilian and military goods is required 
to keep down the cost ‘of living. More work 
and not more controls will solye the problem.

It’s a pretty little ditty but if the correct pro- 
nunciation is put on the word Orleans it does not 
rhyme. Down around Basin St. 
they don’t say Orleans to rhyme 
with dreams or seems or means. 
They say: Or-lee-ans. Even the 
Baptist preacher I heard in early 
morning devotional broadcast 
said it that way.

HUB OF AMERICAS 

This fabulous city, that has 
increased from half a million to 
750,000 population in the past 
decade is truly the meeting place 
of the Americas. In April I flew from Chicago to 
New Orleans in four hours, a distance of nearly 
1,000 miles. I rode in the 300-mile Constellation 
aircraft of Chicago-Southern Airline that boasts 15 


years of regular service without a single passenger 
fatality. 


At that speed we travelled at an altitude of 
3,000 feet. When you release waste water from 
the wash basin it goes out like a shot, and if the 
plug isn’t closed immediately air escaping from 
the cabin makes its exit with a screaming hiss. 

We stopped at St. Louis, Missouri; Memphis, 
Tennessee; and Jackson, Mississippi, on the way 
down. It was April 15 and whereas snow still 
was plentiful three days before when I had left 
Edmonton, it was sultry and warm at the New 
Orleans’ airport. The airport station is built along 
the lines of a hockey: arena, or maybe it was in- 
tended to garage an army blimp or perhaps a 
lighter-than-air dirigible. _ 

From New Orleans you’ can make connections 
for Mexico, Jamaica, Venezuela and other points 
in Central and South America. On the return trip 
our plane’s departure was delayed because a big 
56-passenger Constellation had just come in from 
Caracas and the travellers had to check with U.S. 
customs and immigration. Truly New Orleans is 
the Hub City of the Americas. 


THEY SWIM IN SUMMER 

In April, daytime temperatures in New Orleans 
reach 80 degrees, and fall back to a “brisk” 55 de- 
grees at night. I enquired of friends where I could 
use my swimming trunimto advantage and was told 
that 80 miles away there were beaches on the Gulf 
of Mexico coast. “But,” I said, “are there no swim- 
ming pools in New Orleans?”. “Of course,” they 
replied, “but they don’t open until summer.” With 
the mercury at 80 degrees in April, New Orleans 
still waits to summer! 

Though the climate is mild and snow is unknown 
in New Orleans, they do not have a truly tropical 


climate. Hence the area is not developed for winter 
tourist trade.

NEW FARM 
SCHOOL OPENS 


All students who apply and fill 
the requirements of the Alberta 
Schools of Agriculture should be 
accommodated in the schools this 
year. 

In previous years, a number of 
younger applicants have been re- 
fused admission because of lack 
of accommodation. However, the 
opening of the new School of 
Agriculture at Fairview this fall 
will provide room for all appli- 
cants. Applications to date have 
been slightly higher than those 
received in previous years and 
12-15 applications for admission to 
the Fairview school have been re- 
ceived already, * 

Regular fall and winter courses 
will begin October 23 and close 
April 9, 1952, and outlines of the 
courses offered now are available 
from the school principals. 

Alberta agricultural schools are 
located at Olds,* Vermilion and 
Fairview. The minimum age for 
admission is 16. There are no 
academic requirements for en- 
trance but those with at least 
Grade 8 schooling are likely 
to obtain greater benefit from 
the course. 

Subjects in agriculture include 
field husbandry, dairying, animal 
husbandry, farm mechanics, farm 
management, horticulture, dairy- 
ing, poultry, economics and co- 
operation. In the home economics 
course, cooking, nutrition, sewing, 
laundering, home nursing, home 
management and home mechanics 
are taught. In both courses, classes 
are provided in English literature, 
public speaking, composition, 
science 


arithmetic and general 
subjects. 

The courses offer an excellent 
opportunity for young men and 
women to become better acquain- 
ted with up-to-date farming and 
home-making methods.

Alberta Act Outlaws 
All Slot Machines 


Alberta’s Slot Machine Act covers games of skill as well 
as games of chance, according to H. J. Wilson, deputy 


attorney-general. 

Commenting on the current con- 
troversy over _ coin-operated 
games, he said that the Act covers 
any game which results are not 
known in advance It covers all 
coin-operated games, including 
those in which one can win money. 
Gambling as well as amusement 
devices are outlawed in the Act. 
DIFFERENT RULINGS

199 MILES DONE 


Survey Work 
On Alta. Borders 
Halted By Gov’t 


Survey work on the Alberta- 
British Columbia and Alberta- 
Northwest Territories borders has 
been curtailed for the spring 
months. 

Crews on the Alberta-Northwest 
Territories boundary completed 99 
miles of land east of the Macken- 
zie Highway during the winter, 
leaving 60 miles to Fort Smith 
and the area west of Mackenzie 
Highway still to be surveyed. 

The party surveying the Al- 
berta-British Columbia bound- 
ary completed about 100 miles, 
finishing the season parallel to 
Upper Hay Lakes Another 60 
miles stilhave to be surveyed 
to meet the Northwest Terri- 
tories border. 

The Boundary Commission, 
made up of representatives of the 
Provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments, is expected to meet this 
month to decide whether crews 
should continue surveying through 
the summer months. Poor progress 
due to swamps and forest fires 
was experienced by last year’s 
summer parties. 

However, surveying will con- 
tinue this summer on the Wood 
Buffalo Park boundary and crews 
are expected to complete the Al- 
berta section within the year.

Dr. W. G. Hardy of Edmonton, 
C.A.A. president, said in an ad- 
dress to the association’s Ottawa 
branch that members must decide 
at the national conference in Banff 
this summer what policy to adopt 
to rectify the situation. 

The executive council had dis- 
cused reducing membership fees 
from $10 to $5. 

Three or four plans to put the 
C.A.A. on a sound financial footing 
would be presented at the Banff 
conference.
